Did you go to tbe fair? Yes, every- 


body was there— father, mother, bus- 
band, wife and brothers, together with 
all the others. They came pourine in, 
over all the highways and railways, 
from early morning, until tbe grounds 
were packed with a perfect sea of hu 
nuDity. The attendance was probably 
the iareest that has ever been on tbe 
grounds, being estimated upon reliable 
data at from nineteen to twenty 
thousand. The weather was perfect, 
tbe department exhibits could not be 
surpassed and tbe races were such as 
to delight me lover of a good horse- 
in fact there seemed to be nothing 
lacking for the perfect enjoyment of 
tbe day. Then there was tbe side 
show, the merry-go-round, tbe snake- 
charmer, the ice cream candy and pop- 
corn man who filled in the intervals 
between sight seeing and the races. 
The ostrich race was a special fea- 
ture that everybody wanted to see, 
because of its uniqueness, tbe ring 
railing being crowded with an eager 
throng until tbe big bird and bis 
driver appeared upon tbe track. Tbe 
bird's running mate was a young man 
on a bike and be was Kept busy keep- 
ing out of tbe way of Mr. Ostrich. 
The marvelous speed and strength of 
tbe bird was surprising to most, people. 
it being harnessed to a regular bike 
wagon and the driver a man of ordin- 
ary weight. This was a thoroughly 
appreciated feature of the afternoon's 
program. A summary of the races 
will be found below. 


A visit to the stock stables and pens 
showed a ooe exhibit in all depart- 
ments. This was not ouiy true as re- 
gards the number of tbe entries but 
tbe fine grades as well. Especially 
in

sheep, 
swine and cattle 
departments was this true. 
An ex 
perienced ind expert stock mnn rte- 
:lared — -'It is as uuuti &u exuiuit ol 
fine Stock as ever 1 fuuud on any 
grounds, and 1 have been around con- 
siderable.'' 
Tbe displays in horticultural ball 
certainly would be bard to surpass, 
making a splendid exhibit of Cosboc- 
ton county products. There was also 
a good display of all kinds of farm im- 
plements and machinery by various 
Srms and manufactures, all of which 
claimed the attention of the thrifty 
farmer. 
The vehicle display of Mr. J. R. 
Stewart, the Coshocton, dealer, was a 
feature of tbe fair as was also that of 
the Coshocton Vehicle company. Both 
displays included a number of differ- 
ent-styles of vehicles manufactured 
and handled and quite a number of 
sales were recorded as a reward for 
the enterprise displayed in making 
tbe exhibit. Mention should also b2 
made of the display made by Messrs. 
Burns & Gosser. 
Their booth was 


well stocked with jewelry, jewels and 
all articles included in a well stocked 
store of this character. 
This was a 
special attraction to many people- 
But why enumerate; there were so 


many exhibits that are worthy of 
mention, in fact they were all fine. 
but lack of space forbids at this time. 
This is tbe last day of the fair and 
tbe attendance is again large and the 
speed rimr attractions firstclass. Tbe 
fifty-first annual fair of the Coshocton 
County AericulturaJ society will he 
remembered as one of the very best in 
the history of uhe society.

New Orleans, Oct. 10-—The street- 


car strike situation" in-this city is be* 
coming more grave With every Hour. 
There was a feeling of impending 
trouble wnicfc kept the whole city on 
the qai vive. Governor Heard has ar- 
rived, and immediately consulted a 
number of gentlemen on the situation. 
The governor is being urged by the 
business men to endeavor to settle tbe 
trouble without a resort to the armed 
force of the state. He will decide on 
his coarse after the conference with 
the safety comm-rtee. Out of 1,600 
militiamen in the city 700 reported at 
the armories or had been brought in' 
by corporal guards. It was hard work 
gathering the miltiamen. Some of ta'e 
commands ordered wagons, in "which 
the squads went in search of delin- 
quents, while others marched on foot. 
The sqnads had to exercise a great 
deal of patience to refrain from re- 
senting the attack and jeers of the 
crowds on the streets.

ANTI-STRIKERS 


Preparing to Resist Possible On- 


slaughts of French Miner*. 


Paris. Oct. 10-—Further information 


received here from the coal mining 
regions indicates that the strike is 
spreading rapidly, but, while in the 
Pas de Calais, Xord aad other dis- 
tricts the cessation of work is already 
complete, in other regions the mines 
We still working at fall capacity. The 
strikers in the Pas de Calais district 
number 47.600 men. The mines are 
working full at Mont Lucon. depart- 
ment of Allier, and Mont Ceau Les 
Mines, department of Saone Et Loire, 
where a large majority of the miners 
are opposed to the strike. At Anzin, 
department of Du Nord. only 2.800 out 
of 14.000 men have ceased work. The 
yellows, as the anti-strikers are call- 
ed, are preparing to offer resistance 
in case attempts are made to prevent 
them from work ins;. 


Anniversary Chicago Fire. 


Chicago. Oct. 10.—Tae thirty-first 


anniversary of Chicago's big fire was 
observed by banque-s Driven under the 
auspices of the Marqtette and I^ake- 
side dabs. 
Speakers of national

At the .v.irilToriiim hotel 500 
members of the MarqT.ette club and 
their g«esfs gathered in the banquet 
hall, which had been appropriately 
decorated. A^jfr.g the speakers was 
Secretary of the Xavy William H. 
Moody, for whom the banqueters 
arose in a body and cheered. "The 
Iowa Piatfona and the Tariff" was 
discussed by Governor Albert B. Cum- 
mins of Iowa. Governor Cummins 
spoke directly to the Iowa idea as 
embodied in the Republican platform 
of that state, declaring for a "no mo- 
nopoly-sheltering tariff."

Some Siberian Experiences. 


An Iowa traveler back fr^m tbe Si- 
berian frontier relates some of the 
hardships of life there- He says: "I 
saw a colony of Galicians in Saskat- 
chewan, and they gave me the most

Mitchell Also Busy In the Metropo- 
lis — Probable Request For Federal 
Troops. 


New York. Oct. 10.—Most notewor- 


thy of the day's events here in con- 
nection with the anthracite strike 
was a conference at the office of Sen- 
ator Thomas C. Platt, at which were 
present, among others, the two sena- 
tors from Pennsylvania and the gover- 
nor of New York and nearly all the 
heads of the big corporations control- 
ling the anthracite fields. In all seem- 
ing this conference had a contrary 
effect to that which had been hoped 
from it. and the operators departed 
declaring adherence to the policy they 
have followed from the first, of resist- 
ing the demands of the miners' union 
to the bitter end. There were other 
conferences during the day in which 
President Mitchell and people of more 
or less consequence in the industrial 
world participated, but these, so far 
as information goes, were barren of 
result as the principal meeting, de- 
tails of which are given below on the 
authority of one who was present- 


From what may be described as an 


inside and authoritative source it may 
be announced that the conference at 
the office of Senator Platt was abso- 
lutely without result, the operators re- 
fusing to consider the political aspect 
of the situation and maintaining the 
position that the question was one be- 
tween employer and employe as to the 
management of the properties con- 
cerned. Senator Quay and Governor 
Odell expressed the opinion that had 
the strike conOnaed for another fort- 
night or longer the effect would be to 
so press the public mind with the 
subject of the shortage of fuel that pc- 


tical duties would be neglected and 


the voters remain away from the polls 
on election day. with the natural re- 
sult that the majority in Pennsylva- 
nia and New York wonld be the great- 
er sufferer. Senator Penrose express- 
ed his concurrence in the representa- 
tions of the others, and Senator Platt 
and Mr. Lanterbach spoke in a simi-

One ol ttae potitleal conferees sug- 


gested that to protract the straggle 
with Ife* milters' union would be to 
opea the war for tbe advocates of 
anti-corporation legislation at Harris- 
burg and Albany to move for tae in- 
troduelBg ol measures calculated to 
impair the value of railroad and coal 
properties, and that It was even pos- 
sible, in the stress of public opinion, 
laws might be enacted that would im- 
pair for years the value of the proper 
ties the operators represented. It was 
said by one speaker that a bill of this 
antagonistic character had already 
been framed and was ready for sub- 
mission to tbe Pennsylvania legisla- 
ture. The possibility of 
litigation both in Pennsylvania, and 
Xew York was also dwelt upon, and 
the fear expressed that in some in- 
stances the state of public mind 
might influence the determination ol 
such suits. These representations, 
however, failed to move the operators. 


Mitchell Busy. 


Although President Mitchell appar- 


ently had no part in the conference 
between the senators and the oper- 
ators, his actions were anxiously 
awaited. He was Joined at the Asa- 
land House by ex-State Senator Moses 
W. Salomon of Chicago. The Chlca- 
(oan has so far refused to disclose 
his mission, saying he was merely a 
messenger. Mr. Mitchell had a long 
conference with the three district 
presidents. Afterward District Presi- 
dent Nicholls had this to say: "Unless 
the demands of the strikers are grant- 
ed In full, I do not see how President 
Mitchell can settle the strike without 
calling a convention. 
If only a part 


of the demands are granted, that 
would render it necessary to call a 
convention, and that would take raro 
weeks at least." 


General Thomas of the Erie had a 


long talk with J. P. Morgan. It is as- 
serted on what appears to be good 
authority that Mr. Morgan was in 
communication during the day with 
some of the politicians who conferred 
with the operators, but that he de- 
clined to be placed In the attttud* of 
a party to the controversy. 


Strikers Parade. 


Shamokin, Pa.. Oct. 10.—Fifteen 


hundred strikers paraded the streets 
here before attending a socialist meet- 
Ing which was addressed by John Col- 
lins of Chicago. Four men dressed in 
national guardsmen uniform walked 
abreast, carrying the American flag. 
They were cheered by strikers along 
the sidewalks.

May A«k For Federal.Troops. 


\Vilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 10.—It was 


repo-ted here that there is a move- 
ment on foot among the operators to 
ask Governor Stone for more assist- 
ance on the ground that tie state 
troops now in the field are not suffi- 
cient to completely patrol the entire 
anthracite territory. If snch a re- 
quest is sent and the governor should 
grant It he •would be compelled to call 
on the federal government *or troop*. 


Move Against a Railway. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 10.—Frank BL 


Thompson of this city, through coun- 
sel, forwarded to Attorney General 
Elkin at Harristsurg- a petition asking 
permission to use name of the com- 
monwealth in a suit against the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railway com- 
pany to show cause why the compa- 
ny's 
charter should not be revoked. 


The ground on which the suit is based 
is the alleged violation of the state 
constitution, article XVII. section 5, 
which prohibits a carrying company 
from engaging in mining. 


Cuba's Hostility. 


"Washington, Oct. 10.—The situation 


as to Cuban affairs is such as to give 
officials here great concern. It is 
feared that Cuba is drifting away an< 
evidence is multiplying day by day to 
mark the growth of a spirit of indif- 
ference toward the cultivation of 
friendly relations with the United 
States that almost borders on hostil- 
ity.
